Our citizens generally are

Imagine a far ex tending vista 
of road, straigh t as an arrow, th irty feet 
wide, accurately rounded in a graceful 
arc, compact, smooth as a floor, utterly 
devoid of ineq ualities, with clearly cut, 
well defined gutters, one on eith er side to 
conduct th e water.

ami asififtu character of the incidents is 
glossed ov er.

Tue act never passed and 
plaintiff never got a satisfactory explana­ 
tion of how the sum was expended until 
witnesses were 
examined at 
tlie trial. 
Archamoault testified that he had paid 
Senator Thibeaudeau $500 and $1,000 to 
Profontamo, a lawyer and Liberal candidate 
for tue legislature. 
Senator Thibeaudeau 
in his evideuoe stated that he had received 
the money, but, as he had advanced the 
money previously for Archambault in con­ 
nection with politics he kept the money to 
repay himself.
